In the Act first read above, Government have 
enacted the Tamil Nadu State Commission for the 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes Act, 2021 
(Tamil Nadu Act 17 of 2021), Dated: 22.09.2021. The 
Act came into force with effect from 13.10.2021 by a 
Notification vide Government Order second read above. 


2. In the Government Order third read above, 
the Chairperson, Vice-Chairperson and Members were 
appointed for the Tamil Nadu State Commission for the 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes. 


3. In the Government Order fourth read above, the 
Tamil Nadu State Commission for the Scheduled Castes 
and Scheduled Tribes Rules, 2022, Dated: 17.02.2022 
was made and Notified. 


4. In the Government Order fifth read above, the 
Chairperson, Vice-Chairperson and the Members were 
sanctioned Honorarium at the rate Rs. 2,50,000/-, 
Rs.2,00,000/- and Rs.1,50,000/- respectively per month. 


5. In the Act sixth read above, the Tamil Nadu

(c) For Members:- The other Members shall be paid 
salary and allowances as are admissible to the rank 
of Additional Secretary to the State Government.

In the Government Order first read above, orders were 
issued identifying 235 categories of posts most suitable for 
the different categories of the Differently Abled Persons 
in A and B groups for direct recruitment. The Differently 
Abled Persons with Low Vision (LV), Hard of Hearing (HH), 
Locomotive Disability (LD), Cerebral Palsy (CP), Leprosy 
Cured (LC), Dwarfism (DF), Acid Attack Victims (AC) are 
suitable for the post of Drugs Inspector. Moreover, in the 
said G.O. the post of the Civil Judge and District Judge 
(entry level) in Tamil Nadu State Judicial Service the 
LV, HH, OA, OL, BL, LC, DF and AC categories of have 
been identified as suitable for Differently Abled Persons, 
Similarly, for the post of Assistant Director in Housing and 
Urban Development Department LV, HH, LD (OA, OL), AC, 
LC and DF categories have been identified suitable for the 
Differently Abled Persons. 


2. Inthe reference second read above, the Government 
of India in its Gazette issued Guidelines for the purpose 
of assessing the extent of specified disability in a person
